Know Everything About KCET Entrance Exam 2023

KCET Eligibility Criteria 2023 
The KCET 2023 eligibility criteria are as follows: 


e The candidate should be a citizen of India. 

e The candidate should have studied and passed 10+2 or an equivalent 
examination with Physics and Mathematics as compulsory subjects along with 
one of the Chemistry/Biology/Biotechnology/Technical Vocational subject. 

e The candidate should have obtained a minimum aggregate of 45% marks (40% in 
the case of SC/ST/Cat-1/2A/2B/3A/3B category candidates) in the 
above-mentioned subjects. 

e The candidate should have completed 17 years of age as on 31st December 
2023: 


KCET Application Process 2023 


The application process for KCET 2023 is expected to start in January 2023, and 
candidates can apply online through the KEA website. The steps involved in the 
application process are as follows: 


Visit the KEA website and click on the KCET 2023 application link. 
Fill in the required details such as personal information, academic details, 
contact information, etc. 

e Upload the scanned images of your photograph, signature, and left-hand thumb 
impression in the prescribed format and size. 
Pay the application fee online through net banking, credit/debit card, or e-challan. 
Submit the application form and take a printout for future reference. 


KCET Exam Pattern 2023 


The KCET 2023 exam will be conducted in offline mode, and the duration of the exam 
will be 3 hours. The question paper will consist of objective type questions, and each 
correct answer will carry one mark. There will be no negative marking for incorrect 
answers. The KCET Exam Pattern 2023 is as follows: 


Physics — 60 marks 

Chemistry — 60 marks 
Mathematics — 60 marks 

Kannada language test — 50 marks 


KCET Admit Card 2023 


The KCET admit card 2023 will be available for download from the KEA website in April 
2023. Candidates need to log in to the KEA website using their application number and 
date of birth to download the admit card. The admit card will contain details such as the 
candidate's name, roll number, exam center, exam date, and time. 


KCET Result and Counseling 2023 


The KCET 2023 results are expected to be announced in June 2023, and candidates can 
check their results on the KEA website. The merit list will be prepared based on the 
marks obtained by the candidates in the KCET 2023 exam. Candidates who qualify in 
the exam will be called for counseling, and the counseling process is expected to start 
in July 2023. During counseling, candidates will have to submit their preferences for 
colleges and courses, and seats will be allotted based on the merit list and the 
candidate's preferences.
